FOUR MORE 

Survivors From the St. Nazaire Arrive at 
HamburE. 

Hamuukg, March 31.— The British 
ateamer Marca, Capt. Adams, from Nor- 

foll; on March 10 for this port, wliich 
signalled the Lizard on JIarch 27 that she 
had picked up the captain, chief engineer 
and two of the cre^v of the I rench line 
steamer St. Nazaire, wliich foundered in 
a' gale on Jilarch 7 while on a voyage 
from Now York to West Indian porta, 
arrived to-day v.ith the four sur- 
vivors. Their boat containing nine 
persons drifted until March 13, 
when the four men mentioned were 
picked up by the Marca at three 
o'clock in the afternoon. The five 
other occupants of the boat died from the 
eflects of drinking sea water. Of these 
three negro men died on - the second 
day and the stewardess and two 
others died on the fourtli day after thu 
sinking of the St. Nazaire. The sur- 
vivors suH'ered badly and were helplesK 
from exhaustion when picked up. They 
were treated with the utmost kindness 
on board the Marca and have recovered 
their health.

Silicious gold bearing pyritic oie that 
averages fli to the ton can now l)e mined 
milled, concentrated and smelted at a 
proflt. Tills is the great fact adduced 
Irom tests made by Mr. William Rust, 
of Tucoma, Captain Hall, of Roasland, 
and other well known mining and 
smelting men. It is impossible to eati 
m ite the stupendous magnitude of this 
discovery. Trail Creek from the (.). K 
iii'iuntain to the Columbia river is cut 
l)y a dozen or more jxirallel ledges con 
tainiiig sulphide ore and cjuartz bearing 
gulil aud silver. .Some of this is higli 
graiii', lint by fartlio greater jiart of it 
is low grade, averaging-iilO in gold to the 
toil .

In a dozen years Kossland 
Ebnuld surpass Johannesburg as a wealth 
j>ruiiucer, ' and it certainly is not too 
iipioh to say that in this province there 
V ill yet be found many JRoaslauds.

who returned no veidict till his lees were 
]iaid, they "Iind" for themselves first, 
'fliey are aching to "liel|i the farmer" by 
i-peiidiiig his money, and politicians too 
often are very iiiiudi more ready to do that 
tlinn to conduct public alliiirs u)iimi an 
econoniical businesslike basis. 

Mr. Mnc]jheison's own succes.s.as he des- 
ecribes it, may give him faith in his plan.

The Hon. Finance Minister is to be 
congratulated upon his very clear and 

liuBincBS-like exposition ol the provin- 
cial fmanees. It is aomething for him 
lo bo prouil oi tli;it after leu yeiira' ex- 
})oriencL' at lliu heiul of tlie provincial 
treasur)', lie was able to uial^e so hiijhly 
Hatiafactory a showing and one so little 
open to criticism. When so close an 
observer as Mr, Swortl felt oMijied to 
content himself with what was merely a 
jterfiinctorv review of the linai);:ial cun- 
iliticn of the I'rovince, tlie i.'uverniiient 
may feel very -well satislied ami the 
I)i.'<5ple may very well congratulate 
theniBeives upon the showing which the 
i'inauce Minister was able to make. 

Mr. Williama made a long speech and 
eeemed persuaded that it was *very im- 
portant one. Ail that relieved it from 
heint! ootnmonnlace was the reference to 
the Lieutenant Governor, but an ar- 
raignment of that oflicial's condnct is 
Kurh Dn uiuiaual thiiit; in our loi;ialaturi' 
that it creates a mild type of a sensation 
even if there is no just ground of com- 
plaint in anything which the Lieutenant 
(.iovernor lias done. If we credit 
Iilr. Williama with sincerity in his 
uttacii we must discredit his 
);nnwled<;e of the personal rights 
and constitutional position of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor. Aa to the particular 
matter referred to, the security given by 
the Columbia & AVestern railway, the 
only question which the government 
hail to cons'derwas tlie sutliciency of the 
security.

That tlie security taken 
was amnle no one wlio knows the facts 
of the case will venture to deny. That 
the Lieutenant-Governor had anything

Tilted hardly b<; told to any one who 
knows liow the business of the govern- 
jnont is carried on. There is absolutely 
nothing wrong in the transaction at any 
staore, and we believe that Mr. Williams 
knows it as well as any one else. But 
the opportunity to do a little gallery 
play presented itself and was of course 
not to be lost.

adian Pacific, namely, Ashcroft, which 
is 201 miles from the sea at Vancouver. 
Wo shall not in this article enlarge on 
the advantage to British Columbia that 
will result from the opening of the Cen- 
tral portion of the Province by a railway. 

Tlie proposed line from Peaticton to 
the Boundary Creek country will be a 
very valuaBIe piece of road. At 
Penticton it 'will connect with the 
steamers which run in connec- 
tion with the Shuswap and Okanagan. 
This will open a very valuable section of 
country, and the road will undoubtedly 
soon have an eastern connection with 
Eossland and thence to Nelson and the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway. This subsidy 
in short secures the early construction 
oi a line of railway from the above 
named pass to Penticton. It will not be 
a very direct route, but its deviations 
from an approximately straight course 
will be owing in part to the nature of 
the country and in part to the location 
of the mining centres. 

The third line, that from the Coast 
to Chilliwack, will jiaas through a 
very valuable section and ultimately 
form a part of a through line from 
the Coast to the Interior. Substantial- 
ly this subsidy taken in connection 
with that from Penticton to Honndary 
Creek means aid lo bit) miles of the 
niuch-talked-of line from the (.'oust to 
Koctenay . 

We feel that the projioseil measure 
will (Himmend itself very heartily not 
only to the legislature, but to the peo- 
pl.' of the Province generally. It is con-

SOME FINANCIAL 

CONSIDERA TIONS. 

The railway bill contemplates the pay- 
ment of subsidies which will amount ap- 
proximately to $1,000,000. This, it ia 
hoped, will secure the construction of 
■too miles of railway. Tlie aiuouiU is not 
large, t^uebec gave $5,000 a mile to a 
number of railways, which secured in 
addition either $3,200 or $S,-lOO a mile 
from the Dominion • treasury. New j 
Brunswick subsidized roads at various 
rates from *10, 000 to 000 a mile. In 
aorne cases where the larger sum was j 
given liie province also subHcribcd for! 
and paid up on a large amount of stock, j 
In eoniecasea land grants were given ; in 
sbme the Dominion also gave a subsidy. | 
From some knowledge of the condition i 
of the three provinces we should say i 
that the $:;,000 subsidy paid in New 
Brunswick is more ttiun e(iual relatively 
to $1,000 here, and that the ^o, 000 paid 
by tiuebec was nearly twice as valuable 
to the companies aa $4,000 will be in 
British Columbia. We base this 
opinion not only upon the physi- 
cal character of the several provinces, 
but uiion the cost of labor, material, etc. 
We venture to say that .i;lO,nOO a mile 
would lie a high average for the cost of 
lines liuilt in tinebec or the I\Iar;tinie 
Provinces durini: the last twenty years. 
The average cost in British Columbia 
will exceed $20,000 a mile. Therefore 
the assistance which the government is 
asking the bouse to grant is, compared 
with what the Eastern provinces have 
done for railways, by no means ex- 
travagant.

Return of the Palmy Days of Old Cariboo-^ 
Unfortunate Cattlemen. 

Chas. Allmen, a mining engineer 
staying at the Dominion, speaking of 
mii'iea and mining yesterday e-\plained 
that he had been advised by \"ictoria 
people to visit the islaiul witii the idea 
of taking a look at some of the nesv 
lielda of operation. 

" 1 have been a miner for the last 
thirty years,'' lie said, " and for seven uf 
ti ese was emploved in the Conistnck 
mines, m positions all the way from 
handling tlie pick up to assayer. J liave 
lately been in the Kootenay country 
where I superintended the erection of 
the O.K. mill. I was greatly struck at 
the cheapness with which t he niincH in 
the Slocan are put on a j)aying basis— it 
is emphatically P<'or man's caini)." 

■Job.n Stevenson, sherid' of Caribuu, is 
at the Oriental. " I have been in Cari- 
boo fur alnmst thirty-three yi'urs,'' said 
Mr. Steven^iui laat evening, "and it is 
six years since 1 was last in N'ictoria. 
Ttiis last winter, strange to say, has 
been, so far as iiarkerville i?i concerned, 
an unusually miid one, less snow having 
fallen this season and the mercury hav- 
ing ranged higher than for some years 
past, but the lower part of the district 
about Clinton and Lillnoel seems 
lo have had our usual run of 
winter weather, a thing which they 
are not at all accustomed . to. .\s a 
consHi|ueiice the ranchers were not pre 
pared for it and, as you know, their 
cattle are dying in droves. Some have 
estimated I he ultimate loss at fifty per 
cent.. ))Ut 1 cannol .--ee hnw they are go- 
ing i" save more than a fe.v head, thu 
ciineein alom^ will li(^ involved to tin 
(■xteutcf aliout •*7.'i, bill) ; but it in tlu 
small ranchers that will fei'l the Iii;'h 
most severely , and it will in many casei 
mean utter ruin. Last year was a par 
ticularly bright one for Cariboo, and 
from all indications the coining season 
will be a still better one, as the hydrau- 
lic mines are now getting on a sound 
basis. 

Henry Croft arrived home yesterday 
from Rosaland via Portland which latter 
place was visited with the object of in- 
teresting capital from the 'Webfoot State 
in the golden mining schemes of this 
province. 

" During my tri|i to the Kootenay," 
said .Mr. Croft, " 1 liavo visited the 
Slocan, the Salmon Kiver, tlio Wild 
Horse and other points of the mining 
districts — in many eases on snow shoes 
and I found everything looking most 
promising. Fverytliing seems to point 
to the Slocan as the section which will 
attract the most investors for some time 
to come. The reason is tlr.it whereas 
Ifosshind is a permanent mining camp 
of recognized richness, this very fact 
prevents a new arrival from being able 
to ta'ke hold except at very high figures, 
and besides the cheapness with which a 
prospect in the Slocan can be'placed on 
a paying basis makes it an ideal field 
for optirators of limiteii means. The 
I'ayne mine at Sandon is now turning 
out 1,000 tons of ore a month, whicli 
will average about $100 a ton, and to 
develop a ininebiiflicientto start alii pping 
ore does not as a rule cost more than a 
few thousand dollars."

A BY=LAW 

liesiiectiug the Expend it ui'c itiul llauagcnu'ut of tlie Revenue and Money 
Ileloiisiug- to the Corporation. 

I he Miiiiieipal Council of the Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts as follows: — 
Sec . 1. II shall lie lawful for tlie Treasurer to pay from time to time the amounts which 

i„.,.,j„„ ce>.Hai y for the services mentioned in the Btatement lettered A in the Soheilule 

lieielo unin'.veil. 

Sec, '2. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay from time to time such sums of 
monev as are named as being payable to the representatives of the Corporation men- 

tinned in tlie Statement lettered I! in the Schedule hereto annexed: I'mviilfl , '^liat the 
sums in each ease ho paid diiriii),' tlie year do not e.veeed in tlic aggregate the total sinus 
ol" money tlierein stated, and that the Auditor has certilied to the correctness of the 
amount payable by initialing the tottil sum of the voucher. 

Sec. ;>. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay to each olllcer of the Corporation a 
sum of money not exceeding each month the sum mentioned as allowable to eacli said 
ollicer, as per detailed Statouieiit lettered (', and vote numbored &0, Statement J in the 
Schedule hereto aiine.veil: I'mvliini, That tlie sum paid I'or each month's service is not 
in excess of the monthly sura named in the said statements (unless the Council of the 
Corporation otherwise anthorise) and provided that before making the payment the 
Auditor b.is certilied to the correi'tness of ihe amount payable by iiiitiahng the total 
sum of the accniiiil. 

It shall be lawlul to pay siieli sums of money as may be authorised from time 
to lime by resolution of the Council of the Corporation as are set forth in recommeniled 
re.|uisitioiis, and for which warrants have been autliorised by the Council to be issued 
for the services mentioned in the statements lettered ].), E, F, II, and Votes numbered 
:!S to .Ml, lioth inclusive, and Votes numbered .'i.'! to .M, both inolusive, in Sta'tement let- 
tered (i, and Votes numbered UO to GS. both inclusive, in Statement lettered J in the 
Schedule hereto annexed: I'lovuied, That before making the payment the Auditor has 
certilied to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total sum of the 
account, and that the Council has authorised the payment, and that the sums paid uniQ 
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authorised are not in cnch case !n tbe aggregate in excess of the sumis named in the 
above votes and statements. ,•('.'■ ' 

Sec. 6. Notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding sectipi^, of- this' by-lawj 
it shall be lawfn 1 to make the following payments prior to obtaining' the authority from 

the Council by resolution or by issuance of a warrant:— 

(fi) To any pcrsou wlio lias been employed by order of or for the services counecteil 
with cither Vote 10, Statement D, or Vote 37, Statement F, or Vote CI or G3, Statement 
J, or whose services are payable out of any moneys obtained by issue of debentures for a 
special purpose, and who has been dischatged, or who has left the employ of the C'brpo- 
ratiSn: Provided, That the Water Commissioner, or the foremiiii, lias certilied to the 
correctness of the payment on account of Vote numbered I'J, Statoniciit D, or that the 
City Engineer has certilied to tlie correctness of tlie payment on account of Vote iiiini- 
bered 37, Statement F, or the Sanitary Inspector luis certilied to the correctness of tlie 
payment on account of Votes numbered 01 to 03, Statement J, or the ollicer in charge of 
the worlcs has certilied to the correctness of the payment out of moneys obtained by 
the issue of debentures for a special purpose, and that the Auditor in each case has cer- 
tified to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total sum of the account, 
but the Committee on Finance (if such exist) is to report all such payments as soon as 
possible therealter to the Councih 

Sec. 0. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay such suras of money lor the services

All rcqnisitioiis for authority from the Council to incur a pecuniary liability, 
or to make an application for or a payment of money, or tor the issuance of a warrant to 
authorise the payment of a sum of money, are first to receive an endorsement from the 
Auditor that the fuiula ;ire or will be on hand and tire uuapiiropriated ami arc available 
to meet the proposal t'Xi)eiidit,ure out of tlie Munii-ipal Keveiiu<' for the t lii'u current 
year, or out of money obtained under aulliority of suli-seclion US of section .50 of the 
♦' Municipal Clauses Act, 1896," or out of money obtained by the issue of debentures for 
the purpose applied for, and are to receive the recommendation of the Mayor, and are 
to have tlie approv:d of at lenst two of the members of the Standing Coiiiniittee on 
Finance by their ciidorsemcnl thereon befon; being considered liy the Council. All 
checks drawn oii a hank for payment of funds belonging to the Corporation are to be 
signed by the Treasurer and by the Auditor and countersigned by the Mayor of the City 
before payment. 

Sec. S. All payments made out of the Municipal Revenue for the current year, or out 
of inoneyH obtained under authority of the '• .Annual Loan By-Law, l.SOT," are hereby 
ratilied anil conlirnied. 

Sec. !t. The ollicer styled the Auditor or the Treasurer shall mean and include any 
person acting in either of those capacities, with the sanction and by the authority of the 
Municipal Council. 

Sec. 10. This by-Uuv may be cited as the " Expenditure By-Law, 1807."

The Speaker took the chair iit 2

lion. Mr. Martin piesi'iited the .Sur- 
veyor-General's auiuial re])ort. 

Mr. Bryden presented a petition from 
a number of anglers BskinR that thu 
trout-liBbing seaBon be extended to 
Kovemberlo. 

Mr. Booth, aa chairman of the private 
bills committee, reported that with refer- 
ence to the petition of H. C. lieeton, A. 
Drucker, C. H. Wilkinson and E. E. 
BilltnKhurBt, dated March 20, the com- 
mittee were of opinion that owing to the 
f,'reat importance to the province of the 
projected railway from the head of 
l.ynn canal to tlie boundary, leave 
sliould be granted to above named to 
l)resent a petition for a bill incorpor- 
atiiiK tliem as a public company for the 
purpose uientioneil notwithstanding 
that the time limited for receiving peti- 
tiona had expired. The committee re- 
couunended iliat the standing orders he 
enspended accordinj^ly. 

Mr. Ijooth also jireaentcd a report 
from the same committee recommend- 
ing tliat as the Water liill hail not yol 
lieen passed, the time limited for llie 
rerention of reports should be extended 
for two weeks from April o and that the 
rules be suspended accordingly. 

Mr. Kithet presented the third report 
of the public accounts committee. 

Hon. Mr. Tamer presented a message 
from the Lieutenant Governor transmit- 
ting a bill authorizing a loan of $2,500,- 
000 to aid in constructing railways and 
other public works. After the lormal 
nioiion of considering the message in 
fouuiiittee the l)ill was read a first time. 

I\Ir. Seiuliu aaked for an exi)lanation 
of the bii:. 

lion. I'remier Turner said the more 
eatislftctory course would be to have the 
bill distributed ho that meniljers could 
study its j)rovisiona. Ho felt sure hon- 
orable members ou both sides of the 
house would lieuirtily endorse the meas- 
ure. 

lion. Finance Minister Turner, in 
moving the usual motion lor the house 
to go into committee of supply, said : i 

" Mr. Speaker: 1 have the honor, for 
the tenth year in suucessicm, to make j 
the preliminary motion for Committee \ 
of Supply. On the l^t occasion, which I 
was in March 1890, and also in 1895, I 
had a far more difficult task than I have 
to-(hiy, as there bad then to be faced the 
hard fact tliat the roveoue, to say the 
least, was not very progressive; and 
though there were inilications last year 
that matters were changing in the prov- 
ince and that tlie revenue would he im- 
proving, still, air, there was an element 
of uncertainty about it that was likely, 
if not very carefully investigated, to pro- 
mote peasimiatic ideas. It evidently liad 
that effect on the gentlemen who com- 
posed Her Majesty's loyal opposition, 
for if you turn to their speeches you will 
find that they prophesied dire disaster. 
Owing to their distorted vieW of the 
situation, they convinced themselves 
that by the SOth June, 1896, the govern- 
ment would not only have expended all 
the revenue but, in addition, all the bal- 
ance of the loan, and have gone into 
debt besides to aouie hundreits of thou- 
sands of dollars. (Cheers.) 

" U'el!, sir, it nuiat be most gratifying 
to tlsem as well ae to the government to 
find cn looking at the accounts that it ia 
not haii so bad after all ; that instead of 
the ;>!•' ivin'.e being hard uj) on the .'lOth 
.hiue la.-:, it had a good rou:ul sum to bo- 
gin the c'lrn'nt year with, and further, 
that it is certain now thata htrge amount 
\\i!l still stand to the good on the ilOth 
June ne.xt to begin the next linancial 
j'ear with. (Cheers.) I have usually, 
sir, at this pojnt, reviewed the public 
accounts for the last financial year which 
are annually presented, but to-day 1 
think it is hardly necessary to do ao at 
any length. They show that the revenue 
was .t','Sf>,765, or some $46,121 less tlmn 
the estimate made in January, IS;)'). 
The shortage was much more than ac- 
counted for by the fact that the hind 
;j;iles \vere <:l]i'i,OOI) less than estimated. 
Thi-J is .argely owing to arrears of long i 
stand.i'.g not having lieen got in as was ! 
hopc'i. Tlie government did not wisli , 
to press unduly those wlio were in ar- 
rears. ( itiier lines oi revenue, however, ' 
notabiy mining receipts, increased so 
mucli that the total result ia as just 
stated, only some :fHi,l)Oi> less than the i 
e.stimates. ( )n the otiier side of the ac- I 
cnuut, tbeactual expenditure waH$l,701,- 
;'.01'. This ia ai)parenlly .tliSo.UOO over ' 
the amount voted by the house, but such 
is not really the case. The expenditure I 
then provided for by vote was $1,315, - 
.s,'i7, the dilTerence had been previously 
prjjvided for by statute, it being made 
up"ot the jiaymenton parliament build- 
ings' ac count, and the lirst year's inter- 
est and sinking fund on the JSll.'i loan. 
In addition tiie sum of .'f t.s,,S'_'r) was ex- 
(leniled on roada, streets and bridues fur 
argent works, as provided by siipple- 
inenlary estiniatea passi-d last year. On 
the otiier hand the expenditure in souii; 
lines was cLingiilerably Ic.^s than tje sum 
voted. Tliua lor civil governuient salar- 
ies the cxpeudilnrt' was less than the 
fcuin voted by if."),*!!! : there was 1)00 
less paid for adipiniatration of justice 
salaries, and about $il,000 less for admin- 
istration oi justice than the vote pro- 
vided. There \vere some other minor 
diflerences. These are all clearly set 
forth in the public accounts. 

" Turning now, sir, to the current year 
inmi :jc:h June, IsiKi, to the 30th June 
next, the ret-enuo was estimated to 
amount to .*l,li>3,7!)S. 1 may confidently 
and safely eay tlyit it will amount to 
consi.leraijly more. Thia is pretty clear- 
ly shown by the account already laid 
before theliouaeof the revenue for the 
lirst si>. months up tothe.Jlst December 
last. This amounts to $'0'.», I8!), and in 
that sum there ap])earB only .•f3l>,:J27 paid 
in for taxes for the well known reason 
that taxes are not paid until Juno in 
each year. Tlie amount of these to col- 
lect — even if only the same as paid in 
last year— will be $262,000, thus produc- 
ing a total of $1,278,878. No doubt 
however some deductions will have to 
be made from this on account of certain 
linea of revenue such ap timber leases, 
timber royalty, mining receipts and 
Chine.^^e restriction tax which may prob- 
ably ui/l realize so much in the current 
half yi'ar aa in the last half year referred 
to in the statement. Hut after all al- 
lowances are made, il is evident that on 
the;Wt!i ,!uiie next there will be api>roxi- 
mately in the uoighborhood of $280,000 
on hanil to commence the next year 
with, and i)robably a good deal more if 
no large addition to (>xpenditure lias 
subsequently to bo made. (Cheers). 1 
said last vear that there would be about 



!i;'.)0,000 to our credit on the 30th June 
next, but as I have already explained, 
the amount will be nearer if2S0, 000. This 
apparent discrepancy arises from the 
change in the act in reference to the 
sinking fund, which enabled the trustees 
to transfer to the consolidated revenue 
of the province the sum of .flfiGiolS that 
appertained to the portion of the 1877 
and 1S87 loans paid oil' by conversion 
into o per cents, this new loan of course 
liaving its own sinking fund provided. 
On the other side of tlie account for this 
current year the estimate for expendi- 
ture ia $1,432, 7'Jrf. The expenditure for 
the half year to December 31 was .$823,- 
503, and if the expenditure for the next 
half yea» amounts to the same it will 
bring the total to fully $200,000 beyond 
the vote. 1 notice that some of the local 
papers have already seized on this, I 
suppose in the way that "Fools rush in 
where angels fear to tread," and have 
jjroved to their own satisfaction, but 
probably not to that of any one else 
(Hear, hear) that tlie government 
lias extravagantly expanded, with- 
out any good cause. This ahows 
either their ignorance or some- 
thing much worse. They have 
entirely overlooked the tact, which they 
j certainlv should know, tliat the greater 
part of'the exjienditure, especially on 
public works, is always made in the 
first half year. They have also eagerly 
i turned to the revenue for the lirst half 
year and have decided tluii it does not 
come up to half the amount that was 
estimated for the whole year, therefore 
the total revenue will be at least $160,- 
000 short. Adding thia to over expendi- 
ture they make out that by the 30th

Small advances have, it ia true, been 
made to the salariea of old and tried em- 
ployes of $5 to $15 a month , the total of 
all these advances in the civil govern- 
ment and administration of justice sal- 
aries is $4,666, whilst the total of the ad 
vance under printing office and aaylum 
is $738, or in all $5,404. For civil gov- 
eruDTtent and administration of justice 
salaries, there are ten new employes 
for the whole province provided for, the 
salaries amounting to $7,512. A num- 
ber of employes who have .foi\years been 
on the temporary stall and paid under 
that head, are now placed on the regular 
vote, the total ifalaries being $l),4o'. 
Thia ia not an inciease. There are 15 
additional police whose salaries amount 
to $ll,!iOO, making in all, including 
jiolice and ))ul)lic institutions, .$111!, SlU. 
This 1 consider a very moderate advance, 
taking into account the great increase of 
work in all departnieiita, and the open 
ing up of new districts where civil aer 
vants are re(j uired.

It was considered ach'ifiable, ho\^ever, to 
make the transfer, as from the working 
of the original act, even if we let this 
sum of $!i)(i,r;32 still stand in London, 
the same amount yearly would have to 
be remitted for sinking fund as is now 
shown in the estimates. The vote for 
civil government salaries is smaller by

Take for instance the Koot- 
enay. The total expenditure in that 
district for the last live years 
waa ^;.';0.';,450, exclusive of railway grant.

This amounted 
last year to $115,728 exclusive of land 
sales. A writer in one of our papers re- 
cently asserted that the province is go- 
ing behind to the extent of $2,000 a day, 
and in order to help himself in this cal- 
culation he actually takes the $16(1, .'U.'! 
that the province has recently had paid 
to it and places it as a debt of the jirov- 
ince. Thia is equal to the case of a 
merchant that has the good fortune to 
collect an old account, claiming that lie 
is so much worse ofT liy the amount be- 
ing paid to him.

They are now 
placed under public institutions where 
they properly belong. It is evident that 
a lunatic asylum is a public institution 
aa much as are the hospitals, whilst the 
printing office is virtually a business 
concern ■loing all the work of the gov- 
ernment in a most perfect manner. It 
ia, I may say, up to the times, equal, if 
not superior, to anything in that special 
line and always to be relied on, and ia 
now almost paj'iug ita way. I'or 1SU6-7

It ia stated that the mortgages amount 
to twelve millions. . If it is possible lor 
the province to borrow such an apioiint 
for such a purpose what would be the 
position? The whole of the money 
would have to be paid to the loan com- 
panies, the farmer would still be mort- 
gaged, but to the government instead of 
to a private jiarty. The government 
would in fact become the landlord. The 
only dill'erem;e to the farmer would be 
between aay 5 and <i per cent, interest and 
(I or '.) per c;ent. which, if the atatement 
ia correct that the average amount of 
audi mortcagea is $700 or $800 
would only make a difference of from 
$21 to $24 a year. Is it posaible that 
thia is enough to give prosperity to the 
fanners? I have it on the very best au- 
thority that at the present time no in- 
terest is being paid at all on a very 
large number of the mortgages. In such 
eaaea it cannot be said that the rate of 
intereat ia the cause of the trouble. 
Then, air, wo have to look at the other 
side. It ia very certain that if Mio pro- 
vince went into the market to borrow on 
such a proposition, it would not for such 
an amount, or even a considerably 
smaller amount, get the money at any- 



addition to expenditure for intereat, 
etc., on such a loan would be $600,000. 
That would mean more than doubling 
all our taxes, and of thia the farmer 
would have to bear hia part. 

" New Zealand has been referred to its 
having aucceasfully introduced the plan 
of asaiatance to farmers by way of loan, 
but it will be found that the New Zea- 
land Bchomo is entirely difi'erent to any 
suggCBted as a remedy for the troubles 
of British Columbia farmers. The New- 
Zealand loan waa raised for the purpose 
partly of clearing and reading lands, 
adding the cost of these improvements 
to the price of land and charging a ouit 
rent for small holdings of such laiids 
suflicient to cover cost and interest. 
Another part was to advance on farms 
and im|)rovement8 to a sum not exceed- 
ing 50 per cent, oi the value for the pur- 
pose of enabling the farmers to carry on 
more satisfactorily and to improve their 
property. But no advance wj^s made to 
pay oil' mortgages. How the New Zea- 
land plan answera it ia certainly too 
early yet to say. The loan was only 
raised in 1895,-. and would hardly be 
applied before ISOli. No doubt the ex- 
penditure of a large amount of tlie loan 
in that colony may have created tempor- 
ary prosperity, but the actual 
resulia are yet to be heard of. 
1 waa ill Loiiilon when the 
loan waa offered, and I know 
that very considerable difhculty was ex- 
perienced in raising it, and I understand 
that it costs that colony more than four 
per cent, without sinking fund. New 
Zealand was for many years in a very 
depressed state. It 'was certainly not 
loans to farmers that made the great im- 
provement there. The farmers them- 
selves brought about the great prosper- 
ity by changing their methods, finding a 
market and growing what was wanted 
for it. The market that waa found in 
Kiigland for their niiitton did more for 
them than any loan will do. i cannot 
help thinking, air, that the farmers of 
ISritisb Cohinibia have much better pro- 
spects at their doors. The immense 
mining develojiment going on has 
already made a change. The demand is 
going to be very large fur all a farmer 
can raise, and when we add to the 
demand created by mining, tho addi- 
tional one arising for great public works

ly, it is evident that those who can pro- 
vide what is wanted will bo able to sell 
it to advantage. We know what a very 
large amount of farm produce ia im- 
ported — a good deal of it raised in the 
state of Washington adjoining ua. Tlie 
farmers there are certainly not lictter 
situated than our own. They are not 
better I'ariners there than here. Their 
taxes are heavier, their roada are not ao 
good — I might, indeed, say that in manj' 
places they have none. But alill they 
ship produce to this market. There ia 
evidently, then, the demand, and we 
ought to supply it ourselvea. I am 
luite aware, air, that considerable im- 
provement is being made in this direc- 
tion. .Several creameries have been 
started, and I believe have met with 
some success ; and our fruit-growing is go- 
ing on in a verv promising manner. I 
believe that such bodies as the horti- 
cultual society and the proposed 
farmers' institutes will do a great 
leal towards assisting the far- 
mer. (Hear, bear.) There are a 
number of new lines that our fanners 
will drop into as the demand grows. We 
have now a larger population in the 
province than we have ever had and it 
constantiy increasing, which must 
create a demand for sujjpliea which our 
larmera can raise, .\ttention will tliis 
year be turned to the growth of Uax, 
which ia said to be a very proliable en- 
terprise. I notice that in C'alifornia the 
gro« th of sugar beets is being advo- 
ated ; in fact, I am informed that after 
many difliculties they have found the 
riglii' beet for this coast, one producing 
plenty of saccharine and not only being 
good for making sugar, but also the fin- 
est food fur pigs, and thus promising to 
ako a new industry. I may say, sir, 
the governnieiit fully appreciates the 
difliculties under which our farmers are 
a boring and are most desirous to pro- 
mote their welfare.

That measure ougTit to 
have been prepared before the session 
began. 

Mr. Kidd .''aimed that the province had 
lost largely on its loans.

He claimed that 
they did not collect all the revenue they 
should and neglected details. For in- 
stance, detaila as to the quantity of 
freight and iiassengers carried on the 
Kakusp and Slocan railway could not be 
obtained. Ho was under the impression 
that the timber dues were not properly 
looked after. He also touched ou the 
bond of the Columbia and'Weetern Rail- 
way Comjiany and said the government 
should not have aecepted the bond, 
The bond was taken without even an 
affidavit of justification and as a matter 
of fact Mr. Heinze, the bondsman, had 
made a deed of all his intereat in his 
smelter property to the British Colum- 
bia .Smelting company. 'Wio bond which 
the government liad accepted was issued 
two months after the date allowed by the 
legislature and waa really forfeited. The 
minutes of the meeting at v/hich that 
bond was issued showed that Hon, E. 
Dewdncy was present. He did not 
wish to use disrespectful language to- 
wards the Lieutenant Governor, but the 
least he could say was that it waa very 
funny. (Laughter.) Throughout this 
company's act there were clauses leaving 
cerbiin matters in connection with the 
railway which were left to the decision 
of the Lieutenant-Governor in Council.

! years, showing the curvature of the 
I (i'arth 's surface on this hemisphere, was 
j completed by the United .States Coast 
anil Geodetic Survey early this month. 
.Mtliough it ia the most gigantic feat of 
geodetic surveying ever accomplisbed 
anywhere in the world, no public an- 
nouncement has heretofore been made, 
says the Diaiver Ueiniblicaii, 

The enterprise was inaugurated by 
I'resident .lell'erson in I SOT, Imi no active 
progress in jaisbing it was recorded for 
many years later. Since IS7 I several 
parties of civil engineers have been at 
work almost steadily between the .At- 
lantic ami I'acific coasts, niaUing the 
triangulal lulls for the bie are, under the 
direct supervision of the di/iereiit coast 
and {[■geodetic sunvey superintendents. 
These earth measures worked in general 
line toward one another from both sides 
of the continent. About the middle of 
tho month the two-base line from which 
the closing calculations have been made 
were verilied, (hie was drawn in the 
state of Kaiis.'is and the Other in Salt 
hake valley, Ftah, 

Kngineei- 1', A. Welker, who co-oper- 
ated with I'hmineer William F'.lmbeck, 
on the Salt Lake viilley base line, is 
now at the Brown I'alace hotel. He has 
just returned from Utah, and is 011 his 
way to Washington to report on his 
labors. The final mensnrements in 
Kansas were taken under tbe direction 
of l-;ugineer Grainger. 

""It is extremely difficult to give in an 
interview anything like a comprehensive 
and intelliciblo account of the work the 
United States Coast and (Jeodetic Survey 
has just coinjileted in this section of the 
United Stales," explained Fngineer Wel- 
ker yi^sterday. "The general jiurpose in 
lueaBuring an arc across the American 
continent is, primarily, to get the true 
curvature of the earth on this hemi- 
sphero. An accurate survey, something 
that was never before reached, is also 
desired. Surveys are generally made on 
the basis that the surface of the earth is 
flat. 

This country is co-operatintc with all 
tbe other civilized countries for tbe com- 
mon purpose of (rettinK a new figure of 
tho earth established. This figure will be 
an approximately true one, and is to au- 
pereede tho figure now ir. general use. 
Bessel'a ollijisoid, the first figure of the 
earth used by ecientiets, was establlBhed 
from data collected by tho Gerumns. 
The next ellipeoid— the one now ac- 
cepted — was established, I think, by 
Clark, an Knglishman. 

"In 1874 an international agreement 
vraa reached among the civilized nations 



to take measurements tor another ellip- 
soid, one that will be practically true. 
,»l-'.very government of consecinence in the 
world has since been engaL-ed iu nieaa- 
iirini; out an arc on the surface of the 
globe. Tile arc in this country is the 
loniiest measured by any one nation. It 
J is 3,000 miles in length, 
j " All surveys in this country are to be 
j corrected by the arc measured out from 
I the Atlantic to tho Pacific. The ordin- 
ary serveys are inaccurate, as the sur- 
veying engineers do not allow for the 
curvature of the earth. In surveying a 
stale, aay, they measure from county to 
county, iilluwing for a Hat aurlace, and 
the coiiscipienci- is thai the surveys thus 
made overlap each other. 

"There have been a large number of 
engineering parlies employed on the 
.Ainerictin and from time to time. 
William lOlmbeck, whom I joined 
in Salt Lake \'alley last sum- 
mer, has recently had general 
charge on the triangulation operations 
from the l^acific coast to the Rocky 
mountains. Engineer < irainger tiniahed 
up the work on tiie Kansas base line. 

"Two years ago the connection betw een 
the eastern and western parties of en- 
gineers were made at' Mount Elbert ami 
Ouray. I was up there then, using the 
heliograph in getting the measurenu nts 
among tlio mountains. By this system of 
sun Ihu'ning much better work can be 
done in a inountaiiiouB country than on 
the plains, as we get longer line. 

" \ loni.'er arc tluui ours is the one 
iiieafiiired conjointly by Fngland, tier- 
many and UuBsia, T'heae countries com- 
bined on one arc, and i-'rance and Spain 
on another. The lOn^lish have also done 
a good deal of triangulation measuring 
in India. As I said before, all tbe im- 
portant nations have been engaged in 
the work. 

" Il will probably be a year before the 
calculations are all completed and a true 
figure of the earth established. The arc 
in this country will be combined with all 
the others established over the globe, and 
the mean curvature of tho earth's surface 
thus obtained. It ia expected that the tri- 
angulation, calculations, conil)ined with 
the use of tho iiendulum, \vill give us 
tho length of the eartfi's diameter, to 
a degree of accuracy within a possible 
difference of fifty feet from the exact 
diameter." — Spokesman-Review.
